Washington, February 6.—While 
treasury department officials declined 
today to discuss details of individual 
federal building projects to be recom- 
mended in the’ forthcoming budget re- 
port, it was learned authoritatively 
that ample provision will be made for 
the new Atlanta postoffice and federal! 
building which has been approved by 
First Assistant Postmaster General 
John Bartlett. 

The budget report, recommending 
funds for postoffice structures in a 
number of cities, had been expected 
to reach the house appropriations 
committee today, but word came from 
the treasury that it will probably be 
delayed now until. next week. 

Just how much of an appropriation 
will be recommended for Atlanta could 
not be learned. The only informa- 
tion on this point was simply to the 
effect that ample provision would be 
Mr. Bartlett has 
previously stated, however that he ex- 
pected the building, housing general 
federal activities as well as those of 
the postal service, to represent a cost 
of approximately $1,000,000. 

Likewise department officials were 
reticent about the progress of negotia- 
tions for acquiring a site for location 
of the building on property owned by 
the Central of Georgia railway, adja- 
cent to the Atlanta Terminal station. | 
It is understood that officials of the| 
railroad have declined to give an op- | 
tion on the property, but whether the |

Veto by Mayor I. N. Ragsdale of

The board, at a Special meeting 
Tuesday, approved the budget tenta- 
tively, but named a special committee 
to revise it. This formed the basis 
of speculation Wednesday as to wheth- 
er the mayor had the legal right to 
approve any sheet which was not 
adopted by the board without reserva- 
tions. 

Meaning of “Tentative.” 


“IT do not know what is meant by 
‘tentative’ approval by the board.” 
Mr. Mayson said. “If the board sub- 
mits a budget to. the mayor without 
setting out that it is tentative, the 
mayor could sanction it, but if the 
budget is offered to him with the 
reservation that it is tentative and 
subject to revision by a special com- 
mittee, I doubt that he could approve 
it under the law.” 

George W. Powell, president of the 
board of education, declared the ten- 
tative sheet would be offered to the 
mayor for approval and added that 
the idea of appointing a special com- 
mittee was to revise the sheet in the 
event that more money is available for 
school purposes during the year. If 
this construction is placed on the ten- 
tative adoption, the mayor might have 
the right to sanction it, legal authori- 
ties declared.

Washington, FeLruary 6—(/)—The 
federal reserve board declared today 
that use of federal reserve credit for 
speculation, directly or indirectly, 
must be restrained. The announce- 
ment was made in a statement issued 
by the board in advance of its pub- 
lication in the organization's monthly 
bulletin. 

The board said it neither assumed 
the right nor had the disposition to 
set itself up as an arbiter of security 
speculation or values but that it was 
its business to see that the federal re- 
serve banks functioned as effectively 
as conditions would permit. 

Speculative Credit Growth. 

The board called attention to the 

growth of speculative credit in the 
last year, in which loans to brokers 
and dealers by New York federal re- 
serve member banks have increased 
from $3,816,000,000 to $5,559,000,000 
and said that the growing volume of 
speculation already had strained cred- 
it conditions, causing an advance of 
1 to 11-2 per cent in the cost of 
commercial credit. 
“The matter is one that concerns” 
every section of the country and every 
business interest,” the statement said, 
“as an aggravation of these conditions 
may be expected to have detrimental 
effects on business and may impair 
its future.” 

Resources of the federal reserve 
system, the statement declared, was 
ample to meet the country’s commer- 
cial need for credit provided they 


were competently administered and 
protected from uses not contemplated 
by the federal reserve act. 


To Correct Abuses. 


The board said that when it found 
conditions were arising which ob- 
structed federal reserve banks in the 
effective discharge of their function. 
it was its duty to inquire into them and 
to take such measures as might be 
deemed suitable and effective in the 
circumstances to correct them. In 
the immediate situation, the statemenr 
said, that this meant the restraint of 
the use, either directly or indirectly. 
of federal reserve credit facilities in 
the aid of the growth of speculative 
credit.

ONE-MAN GRAND JURY 
TO INVESTIGATE DEATH 


Judge Dingeman Will Con- 
duct Inquiry, Begirining 
Today. 


Detroit, February 6.—(/)—A one- 
man grand jury investigation into 
the killing of Ambrose L. Hagerty 
during what was reported as an at- 
tempt to kill Ralph A. Wood, Wyan- 
dotte, Mich., builder, will begin in 
circuit court here tomorrow. Petition 
for the inquiry was made by Martin 
Hagerty, of Chicago, brother of the 
slain man. 

The hearing will be before Judge 
Harry J. Dingeman, who announced 
that the inquiry will be for the pur- 
pose of determining who killed Hag- 
erty and whether a crime was com- 
mitted. 

He added that all the material wit- 
nesses to the killing of Hagerty, which 
occurred at the door of Wood’s of- 
fice last January 9, will be summon- 
ed. These. will include Wood and 
Cecil T. Holt, his friend, who with 
him accused Wood's estranged wife 
of plotting his death, and 14 law en- 
forcement officers who participated in 
the ambuscade laid for Hagerty. 

Wood and Holt are in jail at Cen- 
terville, Mich. on charges of partici- 
pating in the robbery December 17 
of the Sturgis, Mich., National bank, 
a charge made by Mrs. Wood, but 
which prosecuting authorities intimat- 
ed yesterday might be dropped. Bonds 
for the two men were reduced from 
$50,000 to $5,000 and it was expected 
they would be released today. 

At the insistence of John Gillespie, 
former Detroit police commissioner 
and bondsman for Mrs. Wood, the 
body of Ambrose Hagerty was ex- 
humed froma. Chicago grave and 
three bullets removed. A coroner's 
jury in Chicago announced it found 
Hagerty’s death due to gunfire from

AT RED CROSS MEET 


Institute Hears Address on 
Work of Veterans’ Bu- 


reau Here. 


John M. Maton, manager of the lo- 
eal office of the veterans’ bureau, was 
the honor guest and principal speak- 
er at the Iwmcheon meeting Wednes- 
day of the delegates attending the Red 
(‘ross institute here. Representatives 
from a number of southern states 
were present, 

Mr. Slaton told of the work the 
veterans’ bureau is doing and ex- 
plained how the Red Cross could be 
of assistance to veterans in helping 
them push their claims for compensa- 
tion and hospital treatment. 

He stated that the work of the bu- 
reau was divided into four main 
heads: Hospitalizativ., compensation, 
adjusted compensation and govern- 
ment Jife insurance. Under the first 
head more than 2.500 veterans were 
given hospital treatment in Georgia 
the last year and there still are 900 
in hospitals. This service is to be 
extended, he said, which will enable 
the bureau to care for 2,000 more pa- 
tients in the course of a year. 

Speaking of the compensation, he 
stated that 6,200 veterans in Georgia 
are drawing more than 3.500.000 
yearly and that 21.000 more had ap- 
plied for compensation. Three bil- 
lion dallars in adjusted compensation 
certificates have been issued to vet- 
erans all over the country, Mr. Sla- 
ton said, most of which are used a« 
collateral for loans which are rarely 
repaid. More than $2,500,000 hee 
been loaned in Georgia, he stated, 
only 2 per cent of which has been 
paid back. The government insur- 
ance he spoke of as a splendid invest- 
ment,

The county organization was check- 
ed when W. L. Ash stated that he 
did not believe a legal successor had 
appeared to assume the office in that 
Mr. Parks was disqualified for serv- 
ice because he had resigned from the 
office of tax assessor in less than a 
year.

Bill Would Put Operation 
Under Direction of Sur- 
geon General. 


Washington, February 6—(@)— 
The creation of a nativnal] institute 
of health was advocated in the senate 
today by Senator Ransdell, democrat, 
Louisiana, on the theory that “its 
beneficent results will enter every 
home in the nation.’”’ 

The bill he has introduced to create 
the institute, Ransdell said, seeks to 
“promote the health of human beings, 
to improve their earning capacity, to 
reduce their living expenses, to in- 
crease their happiness, and prolong 
their lives.” 

“It seeks to prevent disease by 
ascertaining its cause and applying 
preventive measures in advance of its 
outbreak,” he said. “it las received 
the indorsements of distinguished men 
of science, and many national] organi- 
zations of scientific research.” 

The bill would set up the institute 
under the control] of the surgeon gen- 
eral for “pure scientific research tv 
ascertain the cause, prevention and 
cure of diseases affecting human be- 
ings.” The measure would establish 
“a system of fellowships in scientific 
research in order to secure the proper 
scientific personnel and to encourage 
and aid men and women of marked 
proficiency to combat the diseases 
that menace human health.” 

The measure was indorsed by Sen- 
ator Copeland, democrat, New York, 
who said it would help to put down 
influenza. No progress has been made 
in curbing this disease, he said.

NEGRO AS FARM OWNER 
PLEA OF TUSKEGEE HEAD 


A plea for land ownership for the 
negro farmer was made by Dr. Rob- 
ert R. Moton, prin¢ipal of Tuskegee in- 
stitute, Alabama, in an address pre- 
pared for delivery before the Associa- 
tion of Southern Agricultural Work- 
ers here today. 

Asserting he was asking no special 
consideration of the negro, as the day 
when that was needed has past. Dr. 
Moton suggested that special steps he 
undertaken by federal and state gov- 
ernments, or by private enterprise, to 
make it possible for any worthy farm- 
er to acquire land on terms that “will 
not sentence him and his family to a 
life of drudgery.” Such a step, he said, 
need not be one of philanthropy. 

“IT do not think,” he continued, “that 
I am far afield when I say that no 
other two men have done more for 
the negro in the lower south since 
emancipation than did Seaman A. 
Knapp and Booker T. Washington. 
Both early realized the necessity of 
teaching better methods of farm prac- 
tice. By example they pointed the 
way to that interracial understanding 
and cooperation which must prevail if 
the south is to realize its greatest des- 


tiny. 

“A healthy and _ contented rural 
population is based upon ownership 
of land. Possession of a deed ties the 
farmer to the land more firmly than 
any amount of propaganda or legisla- 
tion. It stems the flow of farm folk 
to the city. 

“In Harlem, the negro colony of New 
York city, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
has erected apartments to be sold on 
easy and attractive terms to negro 
tenant-subscribers. Mr. Rockefeller nas 
stated this is not one of his philan- 
thropies. It is purely a business prop- 
osition. 

“Some such undertaking is necessary 
in the rural south.”

OKLAHOMA WOMAN A 
T GOVERNOR. RESINS 


Oklahoma City, February 6—(?)— 
Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, confidential 
secretary to Henry S. Johnston, sus- 
pended governor, about whom Okla- 
homa political storms have revolved 
for two years, announced her resigna- 
tion tonight. 

The announcement came as_ the 
house of representatives investigating 
committee was making inquiries into 
Mrs. Hammonds’ activities in the gov- 


ernor’s office along a line that re- 
called a purported impeachment 
charge voted by members of the house 
against Johnston in December, 1927, 
in connection with the woman’s em- 
ployment. 

At that time Johnston was charged 
with creation of an office for which 
there was no statutory provision. The 
title borne by Mrs. Hammonds was 
coined in the governor’s office. Mrs. 
George Wray, clerk in the governor’s 
office, told the committee tonight that 
Mrs. Hammonds received her pay 
from an appropriation for the employ- 
ment of an executive clerk. 

Mrs. Hammonds made her resigna- 
tion effective at once. In her letter 
to the suspended governor surrender- 
ing her position, she declared evidence 
adduced before the investigating com- 
mittee proved that no honest and fair 
investigation was desired. 

She characterized the revelations of 
the investigation as misrepresentations 
intended to “throw a smoke screen” 
ane the purpose of the investiga- 

ors. 

“We are anticipating that Governor 
Johnston will discharge or attempt to 
discharge or at least serve notice that 
if he is reinstated in office, he 
will discharge Mrs. Hammonds, Mr. 
Sullivan, and Dr. Hammonds as state 
health officer within the next few 
days,” King said. 

H. E. Sullivan was Johnston's pri- 
vate secretary and Dr. Hammonds is 
Mrs. Hammonds’ husband. 

Soe this occurs,” his statement con- 
tinued, “it will by no means be a 
surprise to us, and in our judgment 
will occur for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to control public sentiment and 
convince the citizenship that he is re- 
leased from the shackles which have 
heretofore bound him to these ap- 
pointees and employees and that he is 
released from the influence which they 
have in the past been able to exert 
over him.

HEARNGS ON SHOALS 
LEASE NEARING EA 


Washington, February 6—(?)— 


The end of its hearings on the Mad- 
den bill to lease the Muscle Shoals 
properties to the American Cynamid 
company was approached today by 
the house military affairs committee.

For the third successive day it 
listened today to opposition of the 
fertilizer interests to the bill and then 
heard a reiteration of views previously 
expressed in testimony by Bell in ex- 
planation of the bid of his company. 

Charles A. Brand, executive offi- 
cer of the National Fertilizer Manu- 
facturers’ association, declared that, 
if the lease were made, in addition to 
indirectly bringing the government 
into competition with various groups 
of fertilizer manufacturers, it would 
have the effect of causing indirect 
governmental competition’ with the 
farmer. 

The fertilizer executive said that 
both cottonseed meal and animal tank- 
age are now used in making fertilizers 
and that by granting what he con. 
sidered a government subsidiary to 
the cynamid company there would be 
a tendency to lessen the demand for 
these farm products. 

The principal fertilizer -roup that 
would be affected by such competition, 
Brand said, would be the producers 
of sulphate of ammonia and of syn- 
thetic ammonia.

WILLIAM B. WARD, HEAD

The strange debacle that happened 
to the old reliable democratie organi- 
zation in Virginia was brought about 
by the revolt of democrats who refused 
to abide loyally by the decisions of the 
national representatives of the party. 

The revolt was against the per- 
sonality and individual convictions of 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, notwith- 
standing that he had won to his can- 
didacy so large a majority of the dem- 
ocrats of the country as to make his 
nemination by the Houston conven- 
tion on the first ballot a foregone fact 
before the convention assembled. 

But all the time Smith carried two 
ominous handicaps. He is a Catholic 
in religion and a dissenter from the 
idea that the prohibition amendment 
to the constitution is the right and 
workable solvent of the national 
liquor problem. 

In the Old Dominion, at least, those 
two attributes of Smith were fatal to 
his political popularity. On the re- 
ligious side Virginians by a large ma- 
jority are intensely Protestant. Vara- 
doxically, they are also intensely 
proud that Thomas Jefferson was the 
author of the famous Virginia statute 
for religious freedom. But they 
strongly differentiate freedom of con- 
science in religion from the political 
freelom which they believe should be 
defended from domination by a foreign 
ecclesiastical autoeracy.

The Divine Right to Rebel. 


Those Virginia «democrats whose 
souls were and are yet inflamed by 
their Protestant prejudices openly pro- 
claimed their divine right to rebel 
against their party when it called upon 
them to support Al Smith, the Cath- 
olic, for president.

THE SURGEON WILL GET YOU 
EVEN IF YOU DO WATCH OUT. 
Gallbladder inflammation (called 
cholecystitis) is the cause of “dyspep- 
sia” in the plurality of cases, 
Dyspepsia is not a disease or mal- 
ady, but just the sum of symptoms 
which annoy the victim or of which 
he complains when he has some actual 


organic disease. In any case of “dys- 
pepsia,” therefore, it is up to the doc- 
tor to find ont what ails the patient if 
he can. No medicines purporting to 
“aid digestion,” or to stop fermenta- 
tion, or to control the digestive process 
in any way, can do more than give 
temporary relief or comfort to the 
“dyspepsia” sufferer. No special diet 
can cure dyspepsia, and no particular 
food or foods, nor methods of cooking 
or serving foods, can cure dyspepsia, 
No matter whence any such promises 
or pretenses emanate, they are just 
so much bunk, and, incidentally, bunk 
is very good business in this country. 

When I assert in this arbitrary 
fashion that no diet can cure dyspep- 
sia 1 am not unmindful of, and cer- 
tainly do not wish to keep anybody 
ignorant .of, the epochal work of Me- 
Carrison, a British army doctor whose 
observations among the Himalayans | 
have repeatedly cited here. MceCarri- 
son never encountered a case of gas- 
tric dudenal ulcer, appendicitis or mu- 
cous colitis among these primitive peo- 
ple, although le perfarmed more than 
3,600 majer operations in the nine 
years he practiced among them. He 
believes, and many scientific physi- 
cians agree with him, that the remark- 
nble freedom of these people from ab- 
dominal infections is due to the char- 
acter of their diet, which is mainly 
“natural foods,” such as fresh raw 
milk, fresh eggs, whole grains, fruits 
and leafy vegetables. Such foods sup- 
ply a adequate quantity of vitamin B 
and vitamin C, which probably favor 
the development of immunity against 
abdominal infections. There is good 
reason to believe that a diet such as 
is too often the staple food of Ameri- 
can people, short in vitamins, is the 
more deleterious by reason of the ex- 
cessive proportion of carbohydrate 
such a diet usually contains. 

So I do qualify the assertion I 
made about the futility of dieting for 
dyspepsia, but we'll just let it stand 
now. 

Nearly everybody, sooner or later, is 
sure to fall into the hands of a sur- 
geon, either for treatment of an acei- 
dental injury or for an_ operation. 
Surgery is a great profession these 
(ays. My advice to the young man or 
young woman who contemplates study- 
ing medicine is don’t, unless you are 
Sure you can practice surgery exclu- 
sively. You may attain eminence anid 
fame as a surgeon, even though you 
are rather dumb, but you have a 
mighty slim chance of getting any- 
where in the practice of medicine or 
even in a specialty, today. Ordinary 
doctors and specialists are—well, the 
world is overrun with ’em and their 
stock is declining. Surgeons, too, are 
frightfully common now, yet people 
still think a surgeon has to know 
more than an ordinary doctor or spe- 
cialist, and surgeons’ stock is away up 
and likely to remain up. . 

Only a third of the cases of gall- 
bladder “dyspepsia” come to operation, 
Two-thirds worry along, for a while, 
without it. 

One pliysiciav, discussing gallblad- 
der disease is primarily a surgical dis- 
ease as far as treatment is concerned.

Rome, February 6.—(#)— Pope Pius 
‘nformed all nuncios, internuncios and 
apostolic delegates today that com- 
plete agreement had been reached with 
the Italian government. He convoked 
the entire diplomatie body accredited 
to the holy see ‘Thursday morning 
at 10 o'clock for the purpose of mak- 
ing an official announcement. 

The treaty settling the Roman ques- 
tion will be signed on Sunday at the 
Lateran palace. Cardinal Gasparri, 
papal secretary of state, will represent 
the pope. Premier Mussolini will siga 
on behalf of King Victor Emmanuel. 
The treaty will form the first part of 
a concordat regulating all future rela- 
tions between the holy see and che 
kingdom of Itaiy. 

The terms of the settlement follow 
closely the Associated Press forecast. 
They provide for oniy a very small 
rectification of the present boundaries 
of the apostolie palece. The pope has 
refused any enlargement of his ter- 
ritory to include the Villa Woria. 

The new papal state will include 
a plot of ground on the southeastern 
side of the vatican as far as the col- 
onnade of St. Peter. St. Deters 
square and both colonnades will be 
given to the holy see but the Ifai- 
jan government will be entrusted with 
their upkeep. The vatican has the 
right to ask that St. Peters square 


be closed to the public whenever it! 


so desires. 

The official name of the new papal 
territory will be the “Vatican City” 
or “The Vatican State.” The pope 
will have the right to erect his own 
vailway station, telegraph, telephone, 
postal, and wireless stations. He will 
be privileged to have an aviation field 
and will enjoy the right to coin money, 
issue banknotes, print postage stamps, 
and exercise other official preroga- 
tives.

ALWAYS WANTED TO BE SOLDIER 


Post After 45 Years’ Service 


BY ALFRED P. RECK, 
United News Staff Corespondent. 
Washington, February 6.—(United 

News.)—A few years after the close 
of the civil war, a young boy of 
French-Canadian ancestry played sol- 
dier in Pointe Coupee parish, Louisi- 
ana. His father and his uncles had 


been Confederate officers and the 
youth was imbued with the spirit of 
the military. 
Today a gray and grizzled veteran 
(Of 45 years’ service, who had once 
| played soldier and later made it his 
. life's work, announced his retirement 
on March 5 as Major General John 
Archer Lejeune, commandant of the 
United States marihe corps. 

“I bad always wanted to be a sol- 
dier,” the general confided as he rest- 
ed in his office in the navy building. 
“My father was an officer in the Con- 
f-derate army and my greatest pleas- 
ure when I was a boy was to handle 
the sword he carried into battle. 

“Often my father would say: ‘John, 
I would like you to go to West Point 
when you are old enough.’ 

“There were no vacancies in West 
Point and so I started in college. My 
people were poor, as were most south- 
ern folks at that time, and it pressed 
them hard to keep me in school, but 
I wanted an education. My father 
learned of a vacancy in Annapolis 
and secured the appointment for me. 
I entered in 1884 and was graduated 
in 1888, 

“After my first cruise I was cer- 
tain I would never care for the life 
of the sailor. My interest was in han- 
dling men and not machinery so at the 
first opportunity I transferred to the 
marines,” 

It was this interest in men which 
caused General Lejeune to become 
one of the most popular commandants 
in the history of the marine corps and 
the navy to lose an excellent officer. 

From the time he was 17 ontil to- 
day at the age of 62, the general has 
been in the service of his country, In

He played an im- 
portant part in the framing of the 
world court protocol. 

The American reservation, which 
has proved to be the big siumbling 
block, is that which would deny the 


right of the court to render advisory | 


opinions involving this nation with- 
out the previous consent of this coun- 
try to the consideration of the case. 

? There is a feeling among interna- 
tional lawyers that it is already re- 
quired that the court not render an 
advisory opinion withowt the wuant- 
mous consent of the council of the 
league. If this is true then every 
nation would have the same right re- 
specting advisory opinions as is asked 
by America.

WL CONTEST ENDED 


Greenwich, Conn., February 6. —() 
Ten lawyers went into a huddle to- 
day and when they came out the con- 
test over the $7,000,000 will of Mrs. 
Margaret Huntington Smith Gowen 
McCarthy, granddaughter of John 
Huntington, Standard Oil magnate, 
had been settled and the testament 
promptly was admitted to probate. 

The settlement yielded rich returns 
to Miss Peggy Gowen, Mrs. Me- 
Carthy’s 18-year-old daughter, and to 
Western Reserve university, the two 
parties appearing in opposition to the 
will with its bequest of residuary mil- 
lions to Mrs. McCartby’s husband, 
Dr, James 8S. McCarthy, of Greenwich. 

Miss Giowen, to who.: the will had 
left $200,000, gets 301-2 per cent of 
the residuary as well, giving her econ- 
siderable more than a total of $1,000,- 
000. The university, which got noth- 
ing by the will, althoug: it had bene- 
fitted in a previous testament by Mrs. 
McCarthy, receives 141-2 per cent of 
the residuary, or about $400,000. 

_ Dr. MeCarthy retains the remain- 
ing 55 per cent, estimated at between 
2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 

Homer S. Cummings, former United 
States senator from Connecticut and 
chief counsel for the exerutors named 
by Mrs. McCarthy, made the _ an- 
nouncement of the settlement to Judge 
Stephen Radford in probate’ court, 
after counsel for Peggy and the uni- 
versity had expressed satisfaction with 
its terms, asserting that it was “hich- 
ly preferable to years of litigation.”

Baltimore, February 6—(/)—Earl 
Sande, once premier jockey of ‘the 
American turf, may have the “leg up” 
on some of his own thoroughbreds 
during the Maryland racing season 
this year, following an alteration made 
by the Maryland racing commission to- 
day in the rule governing such cases. 

The new jockey rule will allow 
former riders like Sande, who have be- 
come owners and trainers to ride their 
own horses only. Sande, who gave up 
riding last year because of increased 
weight, probably will ride in the big 
stakes when his horses carry 115 
pounds and more. 

Sande will be able to pilot his own 
horses in stakes and handicaps, pro- 
vided his mounts are superior grade 
horses and are placed near the top by 
the handicapper.

In the last few years women have 
become more and more prominent in 
the crowds that attend fights. This 
always has been of interest to me be- 
cause I have held the belief from the 
start that there was no reason why 
women should not attend boxing 
matches just as they do other forms of 


amusement. 

There used to be a lot of talk about 
the sport being too brutal for women ; 
that they could not stand the sight of 
blood, of physicat combat. People, 
somehow, forget that women in many 
ways have more fortitude than men. 
They can stand more physical suffer- 
ing. The war nurses saw more Mm 
their daily work than a lot of men 
could stand. When it comes to fight- 
ing patriotism the women can give 
the men cards and spades. 


Are Better Judges. 


Now, since they have been attend- 
ing fights the women have shown them- 
selves much fairer judges than the ayv- 
erage man. They are even more ju- 
dicial in considering the merits of 
men in the fight. I have yet to see 
one of them get unduly excited. They 
are strong partisans for their favor- 
ites though. 

The most noticeable thing about the 
women spectators is that a large ma- 
jority of them come from the higher 
strata of society, rather than the 
lower. 

This I believe is due largely to the 
benefit shows we staged to raise funds 
for charity. Miss Anne Morgan was 
the pioneer in that method of raising 
money to help worthy causes. She wax 
at the head of the big boxing show 
we gave at the Garden for the devas- 
tated areas of France.

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Kirkwood Civic League Hears 
Mrs. Hess Speak on Legislation 


Mrs. Kate Green Hess, chairman of 
slation for the Kirkwood Civic 
ué, gave the principal address at 

the meeting of the league Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, explaining the library bill 
which will be presented to the legis- 
lature by the state library commission 
this year, and talking on legislation 
as it concerns federated clubs. Mrs. 
1. J. Cassels, chairman’ of education 
and literary extension, had charge of 
the program. 

Mrs. Hess’ talk was as follows: 

The department of legislation in the 

Federation of Women’s clubs is con- 
cerned with those measures for which 
its various departments request con- 
sideration. Our legislative program 
is based chiefly upon resolutions ‘pass- 
ed at the council meeting and bien- 
nial conventions of the federation. 
Every federated club should have a 
chairman of legislation, whose duty 
to keep her club well-informed, not 
ouly of what the state federation has 
indorsed, but about such federal meas- 
ures as are sponsored or opposed by 
the general federation; and to have 
her club pass on fhe bills approved 
by the state federation, sending this 
approval to the district chairman of 
legislation. Formerly the general fed- 
eration indorsed certain bills. as we 
do in Georgia at present, but the 
general federation’s present policy is 
to indorse certain principals, and work 
for the passage of bills embodying 
those principals. The following prin- 
ecipals have been indorsed by them in 
regular session: The promotion of the 
welfare and hygiene of maternity and 
infancy. The protection of children 
from premature and injurious labor. 
Adherence of the United States to 
the permanent court of international 
justice. Support of the 18th amend- 
ment. Establishment of a uniform 
marriage and divorce law. Support 
of the merit system. Conservation of 
national resources. Establishment of 
n federal Cepartment of education. 
Establishment of a system of dealing 
with aliens which would provide the 
fullest opportunity for preparation for 
American citizenship. The abolition 
of the prison contract system. An 
equitable proportion of men farm 
agent: and women home demonstra- 
tion agents under the Smith-Lever 
act. The establishment of the con- 
stitutional rights of our American In- 
dian citizens,. The prevention of mis- 
branding of articles in all merchandise 
not already covered by the food and 
drug act. Appropriation for home 
economics meal in amount to that 
provided for the development of agri- 
culture, trade and industries. Retire- 
ment of army emergency officers dis- 
abled in line of duty in the world

tee when the long term of congress 
adjourned, but passed on December 19, 
1928. The Caper-Gibson bill provid- 
ing standard qualification for police- 
women and to give legal status to 
the policewoman’s bureau in Washing- 
ton was still, on the calendar when 
congress adjourned. The Cugtis-Reed 
bill to provide for federal department 
of education with a secretary in the 
president's cabinet is in committee of 
both house and senate. Thke Gillette 
resolution, suggesting to the president 
the advisability of further exchange of 
views with the signatory states upon 
the senate reservations to its consent 
to the adherence of the United States 
to the permanent court of interna- 
tional justice, was postponed. The 
Kellogg-Briand treaty, as we all know, 
was ratified on January 15 with only 
one dissenting vote. Civil service bills 
were left in committee. The Newton 
bill. H. R. 14070, provides for a 
child welfare extension service in the 
children’s bureau. The principles of 
this bill have been supported in the 
Sheppard-Towner act of previous con- 
gresses. The George-Reid bill, which 
so vitally concerns the south, and 
wkich makes equal appropriation for 
vocational education in both agricul- 
ture and home economics, has just 
been passed on January 28, with a 
change of the fiscal year from 192% 
to 1930 and limiting the time from 
11 years to four years. We can de- 
pend on Senator George to get later 
congresses to provide for additional 
funds. At the recent biennial the 
general federation passed a resolution 
to urge congress to pass necessary leg- 
islation for the reuniting of separated 
families of aliens who were legally 
admitted to the United States prior 
to the enactment of the immigration 
law of July, 1924, by allowing their 
wives and unmarried children to come 
into this country without delay even 
after the quota has been reached. The 
federation is also working toward a 
uniform marriage and divorce law. 


Other Bills. 

Not many of the bills sponsored by 
the Georgia federation last year were 
passed. Only the Kelly-Russel adop- 
tion bill, and a bill requiring all grad- 
uated nurses to be registered. How- 
ever the same principles that were 
sponsored by the women last year will 
probably be embodied in other bills 
to be proposed this year, such as, a 
juvenile court bill; non-support and 
desertion; mothers’ aid; illegitimacy ; 
raising the age of consent, and others 
which will have to be imdorsed by 
th. state board before they can be 
presented to the clubs for indorsement. 
The permissive library bill that the 
state library commission will intro- 
duce this year will most probably be 
indorsed by the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s clubs. It is an act to con- 
fer upon the several counties of the 
state authority to levy taxes, for 
educational purposes, to provide for 
the establishment, maintenance and 
operation within their several coun- 
ties in which municipal libraries exist, 
or may be hereafter established; to 
nuthorize counties wherein free public 
libraries are established, under this 
act, to accept the bequests or dona- 
tions of such libraries, and for other 
purposes. The bill will probably be 
sent to cach federated club when in- 
dorsed by the G. F. W. C.

“Veterans want to go to Veterans’ 
bureaus instead of to soldiers’ homes,” 
said Watson.

‘CURB MARKET 


Final Quotations Lower 
With 1 to 10 Points Decline 


New York, February 6.—(#)—Un- 
easiness over the credit situation, cre- 
ated by the announcement that the 
federal reserve board would issue a 
statement after the close of the mar- 
ket, brought heavy selling into today’s 
curb market, and prices generally 
closed lower. There were a few con- 
spicious exceptions, but final quota- 
tions disclosed a long list of declines 
ranging from 1 to nearly 10 points. 

Public utilities were among the 
hardest hit. Electric Bond & Share 
fell 8 points, but recoverel part of its 
loss, and American Gas & Electric, 
American Super Power A and B, Elec- 
tric Investors, Mohawk Hudson war- 
rants, Power Company of Canada, and 
United Gas Improvement lost 4 points 
or more. Empire Power touched 4 
new high at 9, but cancelled its gain. 


Goldman Sachs Trading Corpora- 
tion, which has been one of the strong 
features all week, ran up nearly 15 
points to 192 3-4, as against an offer- 
ng price of 104 last December. but 
lost about a third of its gain. Wire 
Wheel was pushed up to a new high 
at 36 in anticipation of a favorable 
court decision in its patent suit 
against a competitor. 

Standard Oil of Indiana ran into 
some profit-taking, closing below 96 
for a net loss of 31-2 points. Other 
oils weakened in sympathy, with sell- 
ing stimulated by reports of a further 
increase in crude oil production and 
the likelihood of further price cuts. 
Standard Oils of Kentucky and Ohio, 
Vacuum, Gulf of Pennsylvania and 
International Petroleum all closed 1 
to 3 points lower.

2 - “ gg 
As a consequence, Chicago closing - C = 0 et 4s 
prices for corn future deliveries were| 1 
at virtually the day's top level. Add- 
ing to the upward impetus of the mar- 
ket was a forecast of cold waves 
spreading eastward tonight across 
lowa and southward into Kansas. 

Taking the country as a whole, pri- 
mary receipts of corn so far this 
week are 5,489,000 bushels, compared 
with 8,066,000 bushels the correspond- 
ing time last year. 

Unexperted firmness of Liverpool 
wheat quotations notwithstanding yes- 
terday’s downturns here did much to- 
day to turn Chicago wheat values up- 
ward, especially as indications pointed 
to continued heavy use of wheat by 
consumers all over the globe. Some 
advices at hand said farmers in Eu- 
ropean countries were feeding wheat 
to livestock. Ourrent reports also 
xaid signs were increasing of possible 
serious damage to domestic winter 
wheat.

Washington, February 6—(@®)—

Waves American Flag. 

Holding aloft a tiny American flag 
and waving it back and forth, the Ala- 
bama senator, his face fiery red with 
the exertion of his delivery, declared 
that “public men are quaking in their 
boots” for fear of the influence of the 
Catholic church. He quoted a Baptist 
dignitary as having said before a 
church convention that of all the coun- 
tries that the pope desired to control, 
the United States came first. 

“I told you Smith would be, the 
worst defeated candidate ever to run 
and he was,” Heflin declared, “I told 
you he would split: the democratic 
party, and he did. LI told you he would 
not carry 12 states, and he didn’t.” 

At the outset of his speech Sen- 
ator Heflin read from an article in 
the Washington News which deelared 
that Senator Tydings, democrat, 
Maryland, referred to the Alabaman 
as “a damn fool” yesterday, Heflin 
ealled upon Tydings to say whether 
this was correct.

Mr. Rosenwald said he did not care 
to make a public statement in explana- 
tion of his attitude, declaring he did 
not consider if a public question.

Havana, Webreary 6.—UP)—Leeal- 
ized eancer innoculation of criminals
